Park City silversmith 
molds metal into art 


“I really like silver,” says Judy Summer of Park 
City. “It's easy to work with, very malleable. You can 
get any kind of surface texture. You can make a piece 
look like it was dug out of ancient caves or make it 
look fresh from a Fifth Avenue display.” 


When asked her profession, Summer simply says, 
“Tinker. I do forged hammer work. I cut and work 
pieces from flat sheets of metal — brass, bronze, cop- 
per, but mostly silver.” 


By her own reckoning, Summer’s been tinkering for 
more years than she count. Since the day she made 
that first pipe-cleaner and Kleenex sculpture for her 
mother, she says, the profession of tinker probably be- 
gan to take root. 


Indeed, if some people come from the womb or- 
dained to be artists, Judy Summer is one. 


Originally from New York, today she and others 
work for Park City Artworks, a co-op of craftspeople 
and artists. A good deal of her time, in fact, is spent 
doing legwork and homework for the group. 


“When you make your living as a tinker,” she says, 
“you need organizational skills as well as artistic skills. 
I do as much paperwork as anything else.” 


Having chosen silver as her medium, Summer has 
been forced to deal with the pluses and minuses. Cost, 
for instance, is a factor when you work with precious
